In  the  June  issue  of  the  Informer,  in  my  release, 
mention  was  made  of  G.  E.  Cheek,  Director  of 
Public  Relations  of  Shaw  University,  and  his  visit 
to  Roanoke  Baptist  Association  at  Meltons  Grove 
Baptist  Church,  near  Winfall,  N.  C.  To  comment 
further  about  Cheek,  I  think  he  is  relating  the 
work  of  Shaw  to  the  people  in  a  very  helpful  and 
stimulating  manner.  This  enables  much  of  the 
field  administrative  responsibility  to  be  carried  by 
him  that  otherwise  might  and  would  be  upon 
President  Daniel.    Cheek  is  a  capable  man. 

Mrs.  Rachel  Luton  Boyce  of  Windsor,  N.  C,  has 
submitted  a  thoughtful  study  on  "United  We 
Grow,"  also  in  the  June  issue  of  the  Informer, 
that  is  a  Utopian  pattern.  The  Baptist  Church 
is  one  of  growth  numerically  certainly,  but  we 
differ  and  splinter  and  grow  also.  There  is  no 
disagreement  with  the  conclusions,  she  reaches 
the  unanimity  of  support  of  our  Christian  objects 
— schools  Shaw  in  particular  and  other  Baptist 
and  Christian  schools.  (We  should  not  have  al- 
lowed the  lower  church  schools  to  be  yielded.  We 
needed  them  when  we  organized  them.  We  need 
them  now.  There  is  a  background  which  distin- 
guishes them  from  the  secular  school) . 

Near  Clinton,  N.  C,  there  is  the  Six  Runs  Bapt- 
ist Church  pastored  by  Brother  J.  M.  Grimes. 
How  did  it  get  its  name?  You  are  asking  the 
same  question  I  did.  It  is  located  near  a  swamp 
originally  into  which  six  rivulets  or  "runs"  emp- 
tied, and  around  whose  edge  sides  many  thrifty 
farmers  earned  their  living  and  where  they  de- 
cided to  construct  a  church.  It  is  a  large  building 
in  the  shape  of  a  T.  The  pastor  invited  us  to  be 
his  guest  on  the  4th  Sunday  in  May  which  was 
"Mother's  Day."  There  were  mimeographed  pro- 
grams and  every  item  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
women  who  seemed  to  be  an  intelligent  group.  I 
was  impressed  with  the  unusually  large  congrega- 
tion of  men  who  were  present  at  this  service. 
Visitors  were  in  attendance  also. 

We  attended  a  revival  meeting  in  Goldsboro  at 
Eastern  Chapel  Baptist  Church  of  which  Rev.  J.  M. 
Grimes  is  pastor  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Mallette  was  the 
speaker.  The  meeting  was  largely  attended  by  a 
mixed  audience  of  Negro  and  white  persons,  all 
giving  assent  to  the  preaching  of  that  princely 
preacher's  uplifted  voice.  There  seemed  to  be 
nothing  unusual  in  this  mixed  audience,  no  segre- 
gation, nor  apparently  no  thought  of  it. 

Rev.  Curtis  A.  Proctor  of  Elizabeth  City  was 
installed  as  pastor  of  Joppa  Baptist  Church,  Hobbs- 
ville,  N.  C,  the  first  Sunday  in  June.  Those 
speaking  were  Rev.  W.  J.  Moore,  M.  W.  Griffin, 
C.  F.  Graves.  Visitors  from  near  by  also  from 
Ivor,  Virginia,  in  two  bus  loads  attended. 

The  Sharon  Baptist  Association,  S.  L.  Latham, 
Moderator,  convened  at  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  with 


Celestial  Baptist  Church.  The  organization  is 
made  up  of  the  Womans'  Auxiliary  and  the  S.  S. 
Convention.  Their  financial  object  is  Virginia 
College  and  Seminary.  President  M.  C.  Allen  was 
present  and  encouraged  the  hearts  of  the  messen- 
gers with  his  statement  that  the  College  will  be 
accredited  by  the  State,  so  that  pupils  will  no 
longer  be  required  to  take  examinations  before 
receiving  admission  to  professional  study.  This 
is  a  distinct  achievement  of  the  Negro  Baptists  of 
Virginia. 

We  left  for  Cleveland,  Ohio,  June  21st  in  com- 
pany with  the  Corner  Stone  Baptist  Church  dele- 
gation of  8  persons  to  attend  the  National  Sunday 
School  and  Baptist  Training  Union  School  of  Meth- 
ods. This  school  is  accredited  by  the  Interna- 
tional Council  Religious  Education  of  Chicago, 
111.,  which  serves  42  denominations  with  their 
Sunday  School  material.  The  editors  of  the  dif- 
ferent denominations  which  it  serves,  make  their 
religious  interpretations  according  to  their  own 
faith.  The  165  teachers  are  accredited  by  the 
Department  of  Christian  Education  of  our  Sun- 
day School  Publishing  Board.  The  Congress  was 
set  up  by  the  late  Dr.  S.  N.  Vass,  first  Secretary 
of  Christian  Education.  It  was  further  expanded 
by  Dr.  M.  A.  Talley  the  second  Secretary. 

It  has  been  our  privilege  to  serve  as  Instructor 
of  "The  Church  Program  for  Seniors"  for  the 
past  20  years.  Other  North  Carolinians  at  Cleve- 
land were  Rev.  Jerry  Drayton  and  his  delegation 
of  12  from  New  Bethel  Baptist  Church ;  Mrs.  Edna 
B.  Taylor  of  Pinehurst.  There  were  also  Rev. 
Thomas  Kilgore,  of  New  York;  Lonnie  J.  Thomp- 
son, of  Hempstead,  New  York ;  G.  C.  Lassiter,  of 
Franklin,  Virginia;  President  J.  L.  Tilley,  St. 
Augustine,  Fla.  Friday  night,  June  25th,  was 
Negro  Baptist  College  Hour.  The  feature  was 
directed  by  President  R.  P.  Daniel.  C.  F.  Graves 
represented  Shaw  in  the  great  Auditorium  which 
seats  10,000  people.

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AS  A  LAYMAN  SEES  IT— 

By  O.  A.  DUPREE 

A  LARGER  EMPHASIS  ON  THE  CHURCH 
SCHOOL 

It  is  surprising  and  at  the  same  time  disgust- 
ing, to  realize  the  status  of  our  Baptist  churches 
with  regards  to  the  Sunday  School.  It  is  appall- 
ing to  realize  the  number  of  pastors,  deacons,  and 
other  high  church  leaders  that  are  not  concerned 
at  all  with  this  department  of  our  church. 

A  little  research  was  made  sometime  ago  by  a 
Sunday  School  Convention  of  the  status  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  within  its  boundary  or  connection. 
It  was  discovered  that  upwards  about  40%  of  the 
churches  in  the  district  did  not  have  any  type  of 
Sunday  School  or  training  department.  Out  of 
about  60  churches,  there  were  only  three  or  four 
BTU  organizations.  Most  churches  in  the  district 
held  services  once  per  month  and  many  of  these 
one-Sunday  churches  were  in  the  class  that  had 
no  Sunday  School  department  at  all. 

Do  these  conditions  have  a  tendency  to  prove 
why  that  in  our  colleges  today  students  do  not 
attend  church.  Does  it  also  help  to  prove  why 
there  is  a  great  falling  off  in  church  attendance  in 
quite  a  few  places.  It  is  hard  to  visualize  hun- 
dreds of  communities  that  have  one-Sunday 
churches  with  no  training  department,  antequated 
and  many  times  very  little  evangelism  programs 
that  make  for  lasting  conditions  conducive  to  up- 
right living  and  ethical  character,  whose  church 
program  manipulated  only  by  and  for  adults  and 
at  the  same  time  crush  ambitious  youth  so  that 
they  do  not  express  themselves  for  the  upbuilding 
of  the  church.  In  this  type  of  community,  the 
young  people  hear  the  same  old  story  that  they 
are  going  to  hell  and  "to  the  dogs"  with  nothing 
provided  to  keep  them  out. 

What  a  pity  that  these  "high"  church  leaders 
do  not  realize  the  opportunities  they  are  missing 
to  keep  the  young  people  "away  from  the  dogs." 
A  wide-awake  Sunday  School  not  only  saves  the 
young  people,  but  will  help  keep  many  of  the  old 
"soldiers  of  the  cross"  from  "gossiping"  and  keep- 
ing the  church  disorganized. 

In  the  February  7th  issue,  this  year,  of  the 
Sunday  School  Times,  there  is  a  challenging  arti- 
cle by  John  Edgar  Hoover,  Director,  Federal  Bu- 
reau of  Investigation,  United  States  Department 
of  Justice,  on  "CRIME  AND  THE  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL."  It  is  hoped  that  every  church  leader 
will  secure  a  copy  of  this  statistical  report  of  the 
value  of  the  Sunday  School  in  controlling  crime. 
It  is  suggested  that  copies  of  this  report  be  or- 
dered and  distributed  among  the  members  of  the 
church  and  Sunday  Schools  in  an  effort  to  acquaint 
them  with  conditions  as  they  exist  at  the  present 
time.

for  five  hundred  from  The  Sunday  School  Times 
Co.,  325  N.  13th  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  It  has 
been  discovered  that  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
nations  have  made  a  definite  contribution  to  the 
prevention  of  crime  in  this  country.  In  fact,  it 
is  paying  a  high  tribute  to  the  thousands  of  men 
and  women  who  are  Sunday  School  Teachers 
throughout  the  nation,  he  says  that  "we  in  the 
law  enforcement  look  upon  them  as  companion- 
in-arms  in  the  fight  against  crime." 

A  Shocking  Record 

In  the  early  part  of  this  report,  mentioned  above 
in  the  Sunday  School  Times,  the  author  cites  a 
shocking  record  that  should  cause  every  Christian 
to  sit  up.  Hoover  reports  that  in  1946  during  the 
average  day  36  persons  were  slain,  33  were  raped, 
and  185  others  were  feloniously  assaulted.  Dur- 
ing 24  hours,  on  the  average,  172  persons  were 
robbed,  981  burglaries  were  reported  to  the  police, 
630  cars  were  stolen,  in  addition  to  2,580  miscel- 
laneous larcenies  of  various  type  were  committed. 
Although  a  comparatively  small  percentage  of  the 
total  offences  were  classed  as  violent  crime  against 
persons,  it  is  significant  to  observe  that  every  5.7 
minutes  in  1946  there  was  a  criminal  homicide, 
rape  or  assault  with  intent  to  kill. 

The  second  part  of  this  report  is  more  appalling 
and  certainly  should  be  considered.  He  says  that 
the  "rise  in  crime  during  1946  revealed  that  we 
are  still  faced  with  an  abnormally  high  rate  of 
juvenile  misbehavior.  Youngsters  under  21  years 
of  age  were  responsible  for  51  per  cent  of  the 
auto  thefts,  41  per  cent  of  the  burglaries,  28  per 
cent  of  the  robberies,  27  per  cent  of  the  thefts, 
26  per  cent  of  the  rapes  and  18  per  cent  of  the 
arsons.  More  than  one-half  of  all  crimes  against 
property  during  1946  were  committed  by  persons 
under  25  years  of  age." 

How  can  ministers  and  "high"  church  leaders 
go  on  and  on  undisturbed  and  satisfied  when  juve- 
nile crime  is  on  the  rampage?  How  can  men  of 
God  continue  to  milk  the  masses  of  their  means 
of  subsistence  and  not  offer  them  a  church  pro- 
gram that  will  save  the  youth  from  a  living  hell  ? 
"Unhappily,"  says  Hoover,  "there  are  many 
homes  where  parents  are  untrained  in  their  obli- 
gations to  their  offspring ;  where  unguarded  talk  is 
as  regular  as  three  meals  a  day,  where  disrespect 
for  authority  and  criticism  of  officials  are  common 
occurrences  where  childish  independence  is  en- 
couraged; breaches  of  discipline  and  anti-social 
whims  are  overlooked ;  and  where  God  and  religion 
is  considered  too  old-fashion  in  an  age  dedi- 
cated to  materialism."  This  is  indeed  an  indict- 
ment of  the  homes  of  the  nations.  What  an  op- 
portunity the  church  has  in  correcting  these  evils. 
Is  it  safe  to  go  as  far  to  say  that  the  moral  break- 
down in  the  homes  may  be  as  a  result  of  a  spirit- 
ual breakdown  in  our  churches  ?  Too  many  min- 
isters are  interested  solely  in  money  as  such, 
which  is  affecting  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church. 
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Too  many  church  leaders  measure  their  success 
on  the  amount  of  money  raised  and  not  upon 
spiritual  gains. 

The  Sunday  School  and  BTU  Convention  can  do 
much  to  promote  a  local  church  training  program 
designed  to  improve  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church 
and  community  for  the  prevention  of  crime.  But 
why  is  it  that  in  many  of  our  district  Conventions 
the  ministers  will  not  support  this  type  of  pro- 
gram as  they  do  the  association?  Can  it  be  true 
that  they  do  not  support  it  because  most  of  the 
money  collected  in  Conventions  go  for  training 
and  very  little  for  sermons  ?  Would  it  be  right  to 
say  that  the  reason  why  ministers  and  deacons 
do  not  support  Sunday  School  and  BTU  Conven- 
tion programs  is  because  there  is  very  little  money 
for  the  Executive  Board,  committee  work  and  for 
the  paying  of  officers?  Why  is  it  (some  one 
please  tell  just  why)  that  many  ministers  who 
pastor  churches,  who  are  supposed  to  be  members 
of  the  Sunday  School  and  BTU  Convention  do  not 
even  know  when  the  Convention  meets?  Some- 
one please  give  a  good  reason.  Some  of  these 
questions  may  come  as  a  shock  to  many  people  in 
many  parts  of  our  state,  but  in  many  parts  of  our 
great  and  enlightened  state,  pastors  and  deacons 
not  only  can  not  tell  when  their  Convention  meets, 
but  can  not  tell  where  it  meets  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  believed  that  if  the  pastors  will  encourage 
the  training  department  of  his  church,  it  will 
improve  his  church  program.  It  will  improve  the 
homes  of  his  parish.  Listen  to  Hoover  again  in 
his  next  challenge :  "The  children  of  such  homes 
need  help  and  the  Sunday  School  can  do  much  .  .  . 
to  bring  God  and  religion  into  the  starved  souls 
of  the  youngsters.  Our  Sunday  Schools  are  not 
sending  forth  children  who  easily  succumb  to  life- 
wrecking  temptations.  Instead  the  boys  and 
girls  who  have  gone  to  Sunday  School  have  been 
well-prepared  for  the  entire  span  of  life."  These 
excerpts  are  coming  from  an  individual  who  speaks 
from  facts  and  figures  and  who  knows  what  he  is 
talking  about. 

"The  Sunday  School,"  he  continues,  "teaches 
the  power  of  prayer  and  the  need  to  make  God 
an  intrinsic  part  of  our  daily  lives.  The  Sunday 
School  teaches  the  child  to  rule  his  spirit  and  to 
place  a  reliance  upon  God  which  will  not  be  shaken 
in  later  years.  It  stands  as  a  strong  bulwark 
against  the  angry  waves  of  evil  presently  sweep- 
ing across  the  nation.  It  is  a  powerful  medium  in 
materially  reducing  the  army  of  youthful  offend- 
ers and  delinquents.  ...  If  we  are  to  make  prog- 
ress in  our  fight  against  crime,  make  certain  that 
the  children  of  the  nation  attend  Sunday  school. 
It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  many  mothers 
and  fathers  refuse  to  afford  to  their  children  the 
wholesome,  healthful  character-building  environ- 
ment of  the  Sunday  School."  Hoover  concludes, 
"as  a  law  enforcement  officer,  I  am  certain  that 
unless  children  are  given  the  opportunity  of  par- 


ticipating in  activities  which  have  God  as  their 
fundamental  objectives,  we  can  not  hope  to  ma- 
terially reduce  crime  in  our  country." 

This  report  is  indeed  a  challenge  to  us  as  church 
leaders.  What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it  church 
leaders  and  pastors?  Are  we  going  to  let  the 
youngsters  take  the  country  when  we  can  do 
something  about  it  ?  Are  we  going  to  be  so  drunk 
with  the  love  of  money  that  we  can  not  or  will  not 
take  a  little  time  to  plan  and  work  for  their  spir- 
itual development?  Let  us  think  it  over  church 
folk  and  leaders.    Why  not?

The  Rev.  M.  W.  Williams,  co- 
author of  Who's  Who  Among 
Negro  Baptists,  and  former  edi- 
tor of  the  Union  Reformer  (now 
Baptist  Informer),  died  Tues- 
day at  his  home  on  Fayetteville 
Street,  of  a  heart  attack. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow 
and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  P.  A. 
Bishop,  Jr.,  and  Miss  Beulah 
Williams,  both  of  Washington, 
D.  C. 

A  native  of  Halifax  County, 
the  Rev.  Williams  attended  the 
Halifax  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools.  He  was  later  grad- 
uated from  A.  &  T.  College  of 
Greensboro  with  a  B.S.  degree, 
and  from  Shaw  University  with 
the  B.Th.  degree.  He  did  fur- 
ther graduate  work  in  Theology 
at  Moody  Bible  Institute  and  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

For  twenty-two  years,  the  late 
minister  served  as  principal  of 
the  State  School  for  Blind  and 
Deaf.  During  his  administra- 
tion, the  school's  physical  plant 
grew  from  two  to  twelve  build- 
ings, and  from  31  to  300  acres. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  he 
was  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Franklinton,  and  the 
Springfield  Baptist  Church  of 
Wake  County. 

Since  1943,  he  has  served  as 
editor  of  the  Sunday  School  Les- 
son for  the  Carolinian,  local 
weekly  newspaper,  and  for  the 
past  four  years  he  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Raleigh  Negro 
Citizens'  Committee 

For  more  than  40  years,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Williams  has  been  ac- 
tive in  the  work  of  the  Baptist 
denomination.  He  served  in  the 
following  capacities :  President 
of  the  State  Baptist  Young  Peo- 
ple's Union  Convention;  secre- 
tary of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention ; 
editor  of  the  Union  Reformer; 
moderator  of  the  Wake  Baptist 
Association;  field  worker  of  the 
State  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Convention,  and  executive  board 
member  of  the  Lott  Carey  Con- 
vention. 


The  late  Rev.  M.  W.  Williams 


The  Rev.  Williams  was  co- 
author of  Who's  Who  Among 
Negro  Baptists,  published  in 
1940 ;  and  author  of  the  Deacon's 
Place  in  the  Church,  used  na- 
tionally as  a  text  book  for  train- 
ing courses  in  Deaconship.  The 
latter  book  was  revised  and  was 
published  under  the  caption  of 
the  Deacon  and  Baptist  Doc- 
trine.

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CHURCH  AT  SHAW  DEDI- 
CATED 


Shaw  University's  new  Chapel, 
recently  completed  and  valued 
at  $50,000,  was  dedicated  at  spe- 
cial services  held  June  15  at  8 
o'clock.  The  dedicatory  exercises 
were  witnessed  by  an  audience 
of  more  than  500,  including  250 
North  Carolina  Baptists  attend- 
ing the  12th  annual  Ministers 
Institute  and  Women's  Mission- 
ary Training  Conference  held 
each  year  at  Shaw. 

Dr.  O.  S.  Bullock  of  Raleigh, 
representing  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  General  Baptist 
S'tate  Convention,  presided  at 
this  first  service  to  be  held  in 
the  new  structure.  The  litany  of 
dedication  was  directed  by  Presi- 
dent Robert  P.  Daniel  of  Shaw 
after  he  had  accepted  the  keys 
to  the  building  from  G.  E.  Jones, 
Shaw  Business  Manager. 

The  dedicatory  address  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  P.  A.  Bishop  of 
Rich  Square,  President  of  the 
General  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina  and  a 
member  of  the  Shaw  University 
Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  Bishop, 
who  spoke  on  the  subject, 
"Strength  and  Beauty  in  His 
Sanctuary,"  declared  "This 
house  stands  for  service.  It  will 
touch  every  interest  in  this 
State.  It  will  address  itself  to 
poverty,  to  intemperance,  to  vice 
of  every  sort.  It  will  say  to  the 
world,  all  men  are  brothers  re- 
gardless of  race,  color  or  creed." 

Following  the  sermon  an  of- 
fering of  nearly  $600.00  was 
taken,  after  a  statement  by  E.  M. 
Butler  who  directed  the  offering. 
Mr.  Butler  called  for  funds  to 
be  applied  to  the  cost  of  the  or- 
gan and  chimes.  Earlier  the  in- 
vocation was  given  by  the  Rev. 
J.  A.  Nimmo  and  Scripture  was 
read  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Moore. 

Music  was  furnished  by  the 
choir  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Raleigh,  of  which  Dr. 
Bullock  is  Pastor.  Organ  prelude 
and  postlude  were  played  by 
Theodore  C.  Mayo  of  the  Music 
Department  of  St.  Augustine's

He 
automatically  becomes  a  member  of 
the  National  Protestant  Council  on 
Higher  Education.

P.  Rodgers  Brown  and  the  pres- 
ent pastor — J.  Leon  Pridgeon. 

Pridgeon,  a  native  of  Golds- 
boro,  was  graduated  from  Sttiaw 
University  May  of  this  year 
with  the  A.B.  and  B.D.  degrees. 
Since  his  brief  pastorate  of  eight 
months,  the  church  has  added  92 
members  and  has  increased  its 
weekly  receipts  over  100  per 
cent. 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Bullock  before 
going  to  Washington  served  as 
president  of  the  General  Baptist 
Convention  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  as  president  of 
the  Lott  Carey  Baptist  Foreign 
Missions  Convention,  U.  S.  A.
